2. It has also been decided by the Government of India 
to add a new sub-rule 38 (B) in the Rules and Regulations 
of the Council for Advancement of People’s Action and 
Rural Technology, which will be as follows :— 

“38(B) Without prejudice to the provisions contained 
in Clause (A), the President may at any time appoint 
a person as the second Vice-Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Society, who shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the President. The Vice-Chairman, 
Rhall exercise such powers and discharge such duties and 
responsibilities as be delegated to him by the Chairman."
